U.S. Officials Say Military Plans and Strong 


Statement to Back Western Europe 
Are Being Studied. 


WASHINGTON, March 13 (UP) 
—The Administration is actively 
considering new military prepared

The St. Louis program, started in 
1939, permits release of children 
during school hours, with parental 
consent, for religious instruction 
outside the schools. 

Hickey forwarded copies of the 
Carter Opinion to the board mem-

Continuance of the “released 
time” program, at least until the 
end of the school year, was urged 
by the Rev. James K. Hoflich, 
superintendent of diocesan ole- 
mentary schools, who represents 
Catholics on the Interfaith Com- 
mittee. In a statement last night 
he said any local action ought to 
wait a “definitive explanation of 
exactly what is prohibited by the 
McCollum decision.”

Sound has been used to lull peo- 
ple to sleep—ask any music critic 
—but now for the first time it is 
being tested for possible use as a 
local anesthetic. 

H. D. von Jenef, director of re- 
search for Televiso Products, Co., 
said today that sound wavés are 
being tested in several medical 
clinics for use as an anesthetic.

Action by Subcommittee 
Apparently Assures De- 
velopment of 3-Block 
Area on Market. 


Clearing of the three blocks of 
blighted area between Memorial 
and Aloe plazas and development 


area appeared assured yesterday 
as the result of unanimous in- 


dorsement of the project by the 
Special subcommittee of the St. 
Louts Anti-Slum Commission. 

The membership of the special 
committee consists of five active 
members of the commission. Its 
decision was immediately con- 
curred in by Mayor Aloys F. 
Kaufman and Chairman Walter 
W. Head of the general commis- 
sion, it was learned. 

The reaction of the subcommit- 
tee members to the proposal to 
clear the three blocks and develop 
them as plaza area as part of the 
commission's plans of slum clear- 
ance and rehabilitation in the 
central area of the city was “im- 
mediate and spontaneous, as well 
as unanimous,” it was pointed out. 

The blocks in question are those 
between Fifteenth and Eighteenth 
streets and between Market and 
Chestnut streets. 


For Early Action. 

James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the subcommittee, said it was his 
personal feeling that the plaza ex- 
tension should be accomplished 
early in the slum clearance pro- 
gram to provide a suitable neigh- 
borhood that would encourage the 
private construction. of housing 
units in the surrounding area. 

The commission’s present tenta- 
tive plans, assigned to the sub- 
committee for study and recom- 
mendation, provide for ultimate 
acquiring and clearing of the area 
between Fifteenth street and 
Grand avenue and between Market 
and Olive streets. As this is 
cleared, the land would be resold 
to private builders, possibly at 
some loss, to encourage the rede- 
velopment of the area for housing 
purposes. 

The subcommittee is also di- 
rected to prepare an estimate of 
the cost of such a program. It 
has assigned the City Plan Com- 
mission to prepare charts showing 
the properties that should be per- 
mitted to remain and to prepare 
and gather material relating to 
the probable costs of acquiring the 
rest of the property. 

The plan commission's engineers 
will present this information to the 
subcommittee at its next meeting 
in the Mayor's office on Monday, 
March 22. 

Bond Issue Estimates. 

Various estimates as to the 
amount of a bond issue necessary 
to effect the clearance plan have 
been made., most of them ranging 
around $10,000,000, depending on 
the amount of property acquired, 
cleared and sold at' one time as 
the development progresses. 

“Even if $15,000,000 is required 
to rehabilitate the central section 
of the city,” Ford declared, “I 
don’t believe the price is too great 
to pay. When one considers that 
$4,150,000 was made available for

JEFFERSON CITY, March 13— 
The report is in circulation. among 
Democratic politicians in advance 
of the meeting of the Democratic 
State Committee here Monday 
that Tom L. Evans, a wealthy 
Kansas City intimate of President 
Truman, is the President's choice 
for election as Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman from Mis- 
souri. 

Evans, who is chairman of the 
Crown Drug Co., a drug chain, 
long has been known as a close 
personal friend of the President 
and a liberal contributor to Tru- 
man’s campaign expenses in his 
Missouri races for United States 
Senator. He would succeed Rob- 
ert E. Hannegan of St. Louis, 
former Postmaster General, who 
resigned the National Committee, 
post when he 8 Cabinet to 
take over the St. Louis Cardinals. 

So fax as can be ascertained, 
the Breident has not authorized 
anybody to speak for him in any 
Missouri political matter and has 
not had anything to say publicly, 
but some way or somehow the 
word has got around that he fa- 
vors Evans. 

Not Politically Active. 

Evans has not been actively 
identified with state Democratic 
politics and so far as Democrats 
generally know his interest has 
been in Truman personally. He

Sites in prospect, in all five 
boroughs, cover 313 acres, of which 
12 are vacant or virtually so, 
while three, covering 40 acres, 
are slum areas to be cleared later, 
The projects will be under direc- 
tion of the New York City Hous- 
ing Authority, which has dealt 
with housing of “various types on 
a very large scale. 

Although announcements of the 
new plan spoke of the projects as 
“unsubsidized” housing, there ac- 


side the general debt limit im- 
posed for improvement bonds. New 
York City has $125,000,000 in such 
housing bonds outstanding now, 
and the proposed issue yould be 
to the limit of authority. 

Cost of the sites has not been 
estimated. Two of the immediately 
available sites are in Manhattan,

Deadlock in Republican Convention Could Lead to Nomi- 
nation of Michigan Senator, Former Isolationist, Now 
Bipartisan Foreign Policy Leader; a Big, Friendly Man, 
Became Newspaper Editor at Age of 22 Years.

S the No. 1 presidential dark horse, Senator Arthur Hendrick Vandenberg 
of Michigan has better than an outsider’s chance to be nominated at the 
Republican national convention at Philadelphia in June and to be elected 
Even if he is not nominated, he will be pictured in the history 


of the postwar world as a constructive statesman towering over his Congres- 


sional contemporaries. 

Arthur Vandenberg's present period of 
statesmanship dates from Jan. 10, 1945, 
when he arose in the United States Senate 
and repudiated the isolationism—or insula- 
tionism, as he prefers it—that had been his 
guiding star for most of his adult life. 

“Our oceans have ceased to be moats,” 
he said, simply. 

From that moment the possibility of the 
presidency has been mentioned more and 
more frequently in connection with Van- 
denberg. 

His White House prospects are based on 
an expected convention deadlock created by 
early roll calls showing no majority for 
Governor Dewey, Senator Taft, former Gov- 
ernor Stassen, Governor Warren, or any fa- 
vorite son. Then would come the time for 
the convention deals— not in a “smoke- 
filled room” if the convention dictators 
could avoid it—with the Michigan Senator 
as an acceptable compromise candidate. 

Washington crystal-gazing has gone s0 
far as to foresee Dewey, a native Mich- 
igander, releasing his big bloc of delegates 
to Vandenberg. One reason for this pre- 
diction is that Vandenberg and Dewey have 
been good, if not intimate, friends, and 
have shared the international affairs advice 
of John Foster Dulles, New York lawyer 
and international expert. Of all the Repub- 
lican candidates, the international views of 
Vandenberg and Dewey are in the closest 
accord. 

Another crystal-ball vision is that Stassen 
would be willing to switch his delegates to 
Vandenberg in return for the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination. The speculation is that 
Dewey would decline the second place but 
that Stassen would accept it. In a recent 
speech, Stassen, who had criticized Dewey 
and Taft, compared Vandenberg with Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

Vandenberg's chances for the presidency 
have increased despite his scrupulous avoid- 
ance of efforts to get the nomination, fol- 
lowing his statement of a year ago. Writ- 
ing in Life magazine he said, in an effort 
to persuafe his friends to stop working for 
his nomination: 

“I am not a candidate. 

“I do not expect or wish to be a candi- 
date. a 

I shall seek no convention delegates nor 
approve the efforts in this behalf. 

“I think my place of service is in filling 
out my tenure in the Senate.“ 

He added, however, with his «¥n itali- 
Ged words: 

“Of course, I would yield to a sdentane 


ous draft (if that hypothesis must be in- 
cluded) because I do not believe any cit- 
izen has a right to deny his service to his 
country if and when his service is de- 
manded.” 

In this statement, he said that it was his 
“conviction that there are age limits in 
this business and that the White House re- 
quires younger resilience and rebound.” 

On March 22 Vandenberg will be 64 
years old; 47 days later President Truman 
will reach the same age, Both look younger 
than their years and both have been given 
excellent health reports publicly by their 
doctors. Vandenberg had a “heart diffi- 
culty” in 1932 and takes digitalis to slow 
down his pulse. Some doctors say that any 
man over 60 years old is a poor presiden- 
tial risk. If true, this would apply to Tru- 
man as well as Vandenberg. Other persons, 
recalling President Roosevelt’s health in 
1944, think a candidate with an ailment 
should let the voters know about this con- 
dition. 


Historic Senate Address 
Gives Him Severe Headache. 


Vandenberg is more worried about his 
recurring arthritis that causes intense head- 
aches and pains in his neck and shoulders 
than he is about his heart. He observes 
that persons who have been warned about 
their hearts often live longer because they 
take care of themselves. He does not suffer 
from high blood pressure and his dosages 
of digitalis have been diminished. He is 
more concerned about his wife’s health than 
his own and is fearful that the excitement 
of a campaign and the demands on a White 
House hostess might be too much for her. 

At the close of his historic hour-and-a- 
quarter speech in support of the European 
Recovery Plan last week (March 1) he sat 
down with a look of pain and put his hand 
over his heart. When I mentioned this to 
him, he replied that if he had put his hand 
to his heart it was unconscious and not 
because of any pain there. He acknowl- 
edged that he was exhausted by the delivery 
of the speech. The look of pain, he said, 
came from a headache that had persisted 
through the speech. 

Doctors, he said, had offered a cure for 
the arthritis and headaches—a long vaca- 
tion away from Washington and govern- 
mental activity. Such a remedy, he smiled, 
was impossible for him at this time. 


Just as Vandenberg puts country before 
party, he puts party before personal ambi- 


tions—if his statement that he would yield 
to a spontaneous draft can be interpreted 
as an ambition. 

When he says he thinks his place of 
service is in filling out his Senate tenure 
he has in mind his chairmanship of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, One impelling 
reason for announcing he was not a candi- 
date was to take partisan and personal 
politics out of the congressional debate on 
foreign affairs. He is proud of the unan- 
imous votes in his committee on the United 
Nations Charter, Greek-Turkish aid, interim 
aid to France, Italy and Austria, and on 
the European Recovery Program. 

Looking ahead to a Republican admin- 
istration after this year, he has cautioned 
his intimates that the Republicans must be 
prepared to offer the country teamwork 
because the overwhelming issues for the 
next few years are more likely to be inter- 
national rather than domestic. In this 
teamwork, the chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee would be a leading fig- 
ure, Without false modesty, he believes 
that several Americans would make accept- 
able Presidents but that he alone could 
serve his country better by remaining 
where he is. 

Vandenberg will not say whom he favors 
for the Republican nomination. If he did 
he might create inter-party resentment that 
would endanger his non-partisan approach 
to legislative duty. In 1944, he tactfully 
supported the candidacy of Gen, Mac- 


ive Statesman a 


Arthur. Until Eisenhower withdrew his 
name, he had good words for this general’s 
availability. Some thought he was follow- 
ing his 1944 precedent. 

He would not trade his chairmanship for 
the Secretaryship of State in any Repub- 
lican administration. He has remarked 
that he has been a free agent too long to 
endure the restrictions necessarily put on a 
Cabinet member. He also appears fearful 
of the social and ceremonial duties the 
Secretaryship demands, 

With six important jobs, big, friendly 
Arthur Vandenberg works hard but enjoys 
life. In his Senate and social life he is sure 
of himself and relaxes easily. His broad 
sense of humor enables him to get a lot of 
fun out of the foibles, inconsistencies and 
ambitions of his colleagues. 

His six jobs are: Senator from the dl- 
veraified state of Michigan; President pro 
tem of the Senate (which increases his 
senatorial salary to $20,000 a year); chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Committee; 
chairman of the Republican conference, 
which meets monthly; member of the Re- 
publican Policy or Steering Committee, 
which meets weekly under the chairmanship 
of Senator Taft, and member of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. 

He carefully rations his time and goes 
out socially only one night a week. Mrs.

The Foreign Relations and Atomic En- 
ergy committees often take up the remain- 
ing morning hours and he is punctilious 
about presiding over the Senate sessions as 
President pro tem, As a Senator and 
committee chairman he has the right to 
apeak and vote, His floor seat and desk 
are those used by the late Senator Borah, 
who was chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and his friend and hero. He also 
occupies Borah’s dark offices on the ground 
floor of the Senate office building, but un- 
like Borah, does not keep the windows open 
to clear the tobacco smoke of his callers. 
His cigars are denicotinized—he calls them 
„ gexless —and he smokes about 15 a day. 
Like the experienced diplomat he has be- 
come, he can manipulate the cigar to kill 
time while thinking up a reply to an im- 
portant question, 

His irregular lunch periods are deter- 
mined by Senate business but he tries to 
get away between 12:30 and 1:30 for Sen- 
ate restaurant bean soup or an occasional 
oyster stew. If there are unimportant and 
prolonged Senate debates in the afternoon 
he often receives callers in the ornate vice- 
presidential room. His real free time for 
callers is after the Senate adjourns until 
about 6:30 p.m. 

He tries to get home around 7 for a 
whisky and soda refresher before dinner. 
He is especially pleased if the elderly house- 
keeper, who has been with the family for 
25 years, serves corned beef hash. The 
Senator likes starches, chocolate ice cream 
and any kind of chocolate dessert. 

He is not sensitive about his waistline 
and his six-feet-one-inch frame easily car- 
ries his 210 pounds. His bright brown eyes 
behind rimless glasses and his long white 


hair, carefully brushed from the side to

cover a bald spot, make him an outstand- 
ing figure in any assembly. He likes dark 
or polka-dot bow ties with white shirts with 
soft collars and turned-back cuffs. Now 
that his interest has turned primarily to 
foreign affairs he wears the diplomat’s 
black Homburg hat. 

Vandenberg came up the hard way; he 
was the son of a widow without means. He 
became editor and publisher of the Grand 
Rapids (Mich.) Herald at the age of 22. As 
an editor he participated in the fight 
against the World Court. He continued 
his conservatism and isolationism as a Sen- 
ator, beginning in 1928. 

In 1937 he demanded that the Neutrality 
Act be invoked in the Japanese invasion of 
China. He opposed Roosevelt’s effort to 
revise the act. He voted against lend-lease 
aid to Britain. With the attack on Pearl 
Harbor he supported the war. Signs of his 
ultimate conversion away from isolationism 
could be seen before 1945.

Vandenberg watches the march of events 
in the world with an eager, but detached 
eye. 

As a result of his newspaper training, he 
carries home with him clippings, notes and 
reports. He pecks out his speeches on & 
portable typewriter and polishes and re- 
polishes his phrases. 

Proud of his oratorical ability, he com- 
plains that his present important position 
in world affairs has taken all the joy out 
of public speaking.“ He notes that he can’t 
say a word that “doesn’t bring out micro- 
acopes all over this earth,” 

The Russians have made a special study 
of Vandenberg and his works. He is their 
favorite whipping boy and their labels for 
him are “war-monger,” “reactionary,” and 
“fascist.”” One Soviet writer called him 
„the real foreign minister of the United 
States.“ 

Vandenberg has been a road block to 
Russian aggression. Since his conversion 
from isolationism, he has been in the fore- 
front of the American effort to contain 
communism in Europe and to build the 
United Nations into an instrument for 
world peace, He has co-operated effectively 
with Secretaries Stettinius, Byrnes and 
Marshall, and has often foreshadowed Ad- 
ministration policies, such as the “firm but 
friendly” attitude toward Russia, His influ- 
ence extends far beyond the mere veto 
power of his committee. He is the unques- 
tioned leader in Congress on foreign affairs 
and his stand on any international issue has 
great persuasive power with other members 
of Congress and molders of American 
thought. 


Credit Due Vandenberg for 
Success of Foreign Policy. 


The occasion of Vandenberg’s conversion 
from isolationism was hailed by the New 
Republic as quite possibly a turning point 
in world affairs.” President Roosevelt asked 
for 50 copies of Vandenberg’s address to 
take with him to the Yalta conference and 
later appointed Vandenberg a delegate to 
the fi United Nations conference at San 
Francisco. 

Historians will speculate on what the 
course of world affairs would have been if 
Vandenberg had continued in his isolation- 
ism and follawed in the footsteps of his old 
heroes, the elder Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts and Borah of Idaho, both 
also chairmen of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. Whatever success our foreign pol- 
icy has had during the past three years, 
much credit goes to the Michigan Senator. 


If Vandenberg is drafted by the Repub- 
lican convention at Philadelphia, he will, 
as a loyal party man, accept the decision 
of the organization. He would leave his 
Senate work reluctantly. On international 
affairs at least he would continue to put 
country ahead of party. 

If he is not drafted, he will be content 
with his present outstanding position in 
world affairs and can be counted on to 
strive for the teamwork essential in any 


administration.

Needed A Big Stick 


Former Secretary of State Byrnes’ speech yes- 
terday is no more than a realistic recognition 
that the “cold war” has, with the events in 
Czechoslovakia and Finland, moved into a criti- 
cal phase. 

“If we are going to talk strong,” he says, “we 
must be strong.” These words gain special im- 
port from being spoken a year, almost to the 
day, after the issuance of the Truman Doctrine. 
That doctrine carried the implication of military 
as well as economic help for nations beset by 
an aggressor. President Truman said: 

I believe that it must be the policy of the 
United States to support free les who 
are resisting attempted subjustion y armed 
minorities or by outside pressures. 


Since these words were spoken, Russia has by 
political infiltration and military threat sealed 
the doom of free government in Romania, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. Democracy in Finland is 
With its previous conquests, 
Russia now dominates all Eastern Europe, in- 
cluding the strategic bhstion of Bohemia and two- 
thirds of the shoreline of the Baltic Sea. 

Russia has consolidated its military position in 
Central Europe beyond the dreams of the old 
Czars. But there is no indication that its politi- 
cal and military imperialism is sated. Five weeks 
henc® Italy may face an ultimatum essentially 
the same as that presented to the Czechs. If 
Italy goes, France may follow. The fall of France 
would bring Communist power to westernmost 
Africa and place the party in position for a 
propaganda drive in South America, where it 
has great latent strength. 
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Western Europe is moving toward a defensive 
union which Russia sternly denounces. If Italy 


_ should be intimidated or forced into Commu- 


nism, this union, which is a vital corollary of 
the Marshall plan, may be doomed. 

What military protection are we prepared to 
offer Western Europe as we ask it to stiffen its 
back against Communist threats? In Europe the 
United States has 130,000 troops, against 1,300,000 
for Russia and her allies in Central Europe. Our 
foree in Germany is so small that if Russia 
should attack, we Have no plan for these troops 
to fight. We would hope only to evacuate them 
by air. The Mediterranean fleet would concen- 
trate on rescuing the 5000 United States soldiers 
stationed in Trieste. 

As for total forces, the Army is 120,000 below 
its minimum of 669,000. The Air Force is 40,- 
000 below, and the Navy 100,000 below strength. 
These figures include forces abroad and at home. 
If the Armed Services were recruited to their 
paper quotas, they would still be little more 


than a corporal’s guard against Russia’s 3,000,000 


soldiers. 

For the past year, the Army, Air Force and 
Navy have been driven to the expedients of ra- 
dio advertisements and appeals to luncheon clubs 
to sponsor enlistment drives to bring the forces 
to strength. The results are disappointing. 


* * * 


Congress has failed to provide for Universal 
Military Training. This is sorely needed. Mr. 
Byrnes, however, makes the point that it would 
be a matter of years before the military training 
program would create a fighting force. He urges 
that Congress go a step further and re-enact Se- 
lective Service. This would bring the Armed 
Services up to strength at once and provide the 
means to enlarge them quickly in a crisis. 

Mr. Byrnes summed up his case thus, “I am 
confident that if the Soviets conclude that we 
really mean what we say, they will hesitate to 
proceed further with their efforts to dominate 
all Europe.” He is equally confident that our 
lack of decision, as expressed in our lack of 
immediately available military power, has em- 
boldened the Russians for the conquests they 
have already made. | 

By the implications of the Marshall plan and 
by the explicit statements of the Truman Doc- 
trine, Western Europe’s defensive alliance is en- 
titled to military guarantee by the United States. 
The Western European union is not in itself suf- 
ficient to give Russia pause. 

Congress should weigh Mr. Byrnes’ words. To 
adopt international policies; to enunciate doc- 
trines, to offer guarantees against aggression 
without taking the steps necessary to give them 
force and meaning is to invite distrust by our 
allies and contempt from possible enemies. 
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Two Straight-Seeing Senators 

Two Republican Senators have broken with 
the other Republicans in the Joint Housing Com- 
mittee, with the probable result that the major- 
ity report will favor 500,000 public housing units. 

One of them is Senator Tobey of New Hamp- 
shire, chairman of the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee, which has twice approved the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill including its public housing provi- 
sion. He recently affirmed his indignation with 
slums and his belief in public housing. 

The other Senator is Flanders of Vermont, 
who recently wrote a persuasive report on the 
real enemy in the housing field. The enemy is 
not public housing. The enemy is the ancient 
methods and practices of the building industry 
which make housing cost too much. This is why 
private housing, as well as public housing, re- 
quires large subsidies. 

The plan was to ax public housing in the com- 
mittee. The way Tobey and Flanders have upset 
it shows that even the effective real estate lobby 
is vulnerable. The lobby can be beaten, once 
enough of its opponents match its pressure. 
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For Saving Jefferson Barracks 


Jefferson Barracks ought to be preserved as 
a park, as the Board of Aldermen has resolved, 
rather than turned over to subdividers for in- 
dustrial and residential development. A Caron- 
delet group is hard at work to this end, and it 
has already persuaded the War Assets Adminis- 
tration to postpone the scheduled sale of the 
abandoned Army post. . 

The Barracks is steeped in the history of this 
region and of the whole West. Here was the 
base of the troops who protected the -wagon 
trains that followed the Oregon Trail toward the 
rainbow. 

The Army explorers—such men as Col. Zebu- 
lon Pike—were stationed here. Grant, Lee, Jef- 
ferson Davis, Fremont, Buell, Sherman and oth- 
er renowned military figures served at this post 
on the banks of the Mississippi. Since 1826, it 
has had a part in all American wars. Many 
of their victims lie in the Barracks cemetery. 

But there are other reasons for keeping the 
Barracks area intact. The St. Louis metropoli- 
tan district has all too few parks similar to those 
of the Chicago Forest Preserve. The people of 
this area need those rolling green hills for open 
air relaxation. And so do the patients of the 
Jefferson Barracks Veterans Hospital. 

The National Park Service could be author- 


, 


ized by Congress to take over, or the Barracks 
could be turned over, under pending legislation, 
without cost to the state or county if either un- 
dertook to preserve it as an historic monument 
as well to use it as a playground.

The School Board’s Duty 


The St. Louis Board of Education should 
promptly end the practice of releasing public 
school pupils for religious instruction outside the 
schools during school hours. It has no other 
choice under the Supreme Court decision in the 
Vashti McCollum case. 

Any other position is ruled out by the opin- 
jon of the board’s own attorney, Emmet T. Car- 
ter, that “the procedure now being followed by 
the Board of Education with reference to re- 
ligious instruction is contrary to the rules of law 
as laid down by the Supreme Court.” 

In addition to this opinion, the board will 
have before it at its next meeting Supt. Hickey’s 
letter of transmittal in which he flatly states 
that Mr. Carter's ruling makes it necessary for 
him to recommend that the Board “rescind its 
arrangement with the Interfaith Committee for 
releasing pupils for religious instruction.” That 
recommendation should be accepted. 

The value and the desirability of religious in- 
struction for the young is not here involved. 
What is involved is the American principle of 
strict separation of church and state. Religious 
instruction of course makes its own contribution 
to public morality. This, however, should not 
be made on a sectarian basis within the public 
school framework. Compliance with Mr. Carter's 
opinion, according to the Rev, C. Oscar Johnson 
of the Third Baptist Church, president of the 
board, “may prove a blessing in disguise.” 

The mere fact that, under the St. Louis sys- 


tem, such instruction is imparted outside the 


school buildings does not take it out of that 
framework. Mr. Carter was clear on this, point- 
ing out that when public school pupils are re- 
leased for such instruction, a record of their at- 
tendance must be kept by the church group con- 
cerned and that this record must be returned to 
the school principal. He said that “if a pupil is 
reported as absent from attendance at religious 
instruction his absence will be reported and han- 
dled in the same manner as if he were absent 
from school for secular instruction.” 

Even if the case were not as clear as it is, the 
hoard would do well not to continue to sanc- 
tion anything which has the slightest color of a 
violation of a basic American principle. As it 
actually is, the board is obliged to end a prac- 
tice for which no justification can be offered now 
that the Supreme Court has spoken.

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Weak Words on Mine Safety 


Robert R. Cruse, new director of the Illinois 
State Department of Mines, has issued a state- 
ment in anticipation of the anniversary of the 
Centralia mine disaster. Here are some of the 
things he says: 

“It was a lesson learned the hard way.” 

(So it was—plenty hard for the 111 men who 
lost their lives and the women who were widows 
and the children who became orphans.) 

“Most failures to correct violations come from 
shoe string operators who don't want to put out a 
dollar that doesn’t come up in coal.” 

(This selfish, grasping attitude is not con- 
fined to “shoe string” operators. Centralia Coal 
Co. Mine No. 5 was part of the Bell and Zoller 
coal empire.) 

“Of course there are violations of mining regu- 
lations, but most operators are quick to comply 
with our recommendations.” 

(If the inspection force does its job and it is 
supported by Director Cruse there will be no 
violations which are not prosecuted.) 

“The laws are there. Were going to see that 
operators—large and small—obey them.” 

(Fine words but Illinois miners have heard 
them before. They heard them in 1940 when 
Dwight Green wanted to win a nomination for 
Governor. The miners know how easily words 
are forgotten by the politicians at Springfield. 
It will be time enough to believe that Mr. Cruse 
means what he says when he gives an order to 


inspectors to close every mine which does not 


live up to the safety laws of Illinois.)

National Health Insurance 


1. Only those who can pay have a right to it. 


The “peasant” must labor during those 
hours of the day which his wealthy neigh- 
bor can give to the abstract culture of his 
mind; otherwise the earth would not yield 
enough for the subsistence of all. Languor, 
decay, poverty, discontent would soon be 
visible among all classes. 


The assumption that people have a 
“right” to health is as false as the notion 
that everyone is entitled to freedom from 
want. Nothing could be more viciously de- 
structive of initiative, effort and progress. 
Health is a privilege, not a right. (Edward

2. The idea is foreign to our country.

The groups that tended to bring 
the average up were the all- 
important groups consisting of 
people under 40, with nine or 
more years of education. Seventy 
per cent of this category who 
know Americans thqught that 
Nazism was not a bad idea in it- 
self but simply a badly executed 
project. 

On the other hand, about 38 per 
cent of the entire population came 
right out and said that Nazism 
was a bad idea. 

Replies on Responsibility. 

About half the people in the 
American zone still believe that 
the German people are not re- 
sponsible for Hitler’s rise to 
power, Forty-three per cent, how- 
ever, did acknowledge their re- 
sponsibility. | 

Nearly 40 per cent of the Ger- 
mans said that “any individual 
rights may be suspended by the 
state if it serves the good of the 
people to do so,” but 48 per cent 
believe that the individual has 
certain rights which the state 
cannot under any condition sus- 
pend. 

On the average, 42 per cent of 
Germans believe that “some hu- 
man races are more fit to rule 
than others.” 


RUSSIA SAYS FRENCH ANNEXED

MOSCOW, March 13 (AP)—

entirely inhabited” by French 
families. He explained the Nazis 
evacuated Kehl during the fight- 
ing, after which many French 
families moved across the river 
looking for homes to replace those 
destroyed in Strasbourg. The 
German inhabitants have not been 
permitted to return, the spokés- 
man said, for “there is no room 
for them at the present time.”

Summary by Countries. 

This is the way things shaped 
up with spring just around the 
corner: 

BRITAIN—The nation’s health 
improved greatly during an excep- 
tionally mild winter. A Ministry 
of Health survey showed a marked 
drop in influenza deaths, while 
pneumonia and measles cases were 
relatively scarce. Food remained 
rationed, but there was more fresh 
and canned fruit available to com- 
pensate for other shortages. Coal 
stock piles were higher than ex- 
pected and the Fuel Ministry said 
the nation hoped to export two or 
three million more tons than 
promised. 

FRANCE — Wheat prospects 
looked good and coal supplies were 
on the upgrade, but bread was still 
rationed. One of Premier Robert 
Schuman's main tasks was to in- 
duce farmers to sell their prod- 
ucts at a reasonable price rather 
than ‘hoard them. Wages were 
frozen Jan. 1, yet prices continued 
to go up. Contracts for Italian 
wine, Dutch eggs and Spanish 
oranges were signed in a further 
effort to force French domestic 
prices down. 

GERMANY — The mild winter 
was a blessing to fuel-short Ger- 
mans struggling to keep warm in 
bomb-shattered homes. Germans 
in the British-American Zones re- 
ceived an average food ration of 
1300 calories daily, less than half 
the amount consumed by a work- 
ing American. Nonetheless nutri- 
tion authorities said there were 
no epidemics or deterioration in 
health. Crop prospects were fa- 
vorable. American correspondents 
who toured the Soviet zone, how- 
ever, said Russia may have to 
ship grain into the area to meet 
rations in the late spring and 
early summer. 

AUSTRIA—The people survived 
the winter far better than they 
did last year and crop prospects 
were brighter. The food ration 
rose 300 calories to 1850 daily. 
Coal output increased and the na- 
tion began exporting electricity to 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Yu- 
goslavia, General health improved, 
but still was below prewar stand- 
a 


rds. 

ITALY—Mild weather cut fuel 
costs, but prices of almost every- 
thing else continued to soar. 
Bread, spaghetti and olive oil 
reached postwar peaks, but eggs 
dropped from 10 to 5 cents each. 
Authorities estimated 15,000,000 
quintals of grain (one quintal is 
220.46 pounds) must be imported 
to maintain rations until the next 
crop. Health authorities cited 
malnutrition as the chief cause 
for an increase in tuberculosis. 

GREECE — The United States 
pulled Greece through the winter 
without privation by supplying 
nearly $400,000,000 worth of food 
under its post-UNRRA program. 
Prospects were reported excellent 
for nearly normal farm produc- 
tion. 

BELGIUM — Rationing of all 
commodities neared an end after 
a mild winter in this land of 
abundance. Cay milk, fats, bread 
and sugar remained on the ration, 
and even the poor were said to 
be well fed by present European 
standards. Health was fairly good 
and fuel supplies adequate. 

HOLLAND — Food, fuel and 
health conditions were said to be 
fair, with the food ration main- 
tained at 2100 calories daily.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—The food 
outlook was brighter than it had 
been for months, although ration- 
ing continued. Imports of grain 
from Russia and meat from Po- 
land and Hungary were expected 
to safeguard the nation’s food sup- 
ply. The mild winter prevented 
an acute coal shortage. 

HUNGARY~—Neither food nor 
fuel was a serious problem this 
winter. The shops had plenty of 
unrationed food and there was 
enough fuel to heat most homes. 
Spring crop prospects were re- 
ported as — 
ROMANIA — eat, sugar, 
bread and vegetable oil remained 
on ration but adequate supplies of | 
food ‘were available at state shops 
at six times the initial stabilization | 
prices. Mild weather prevented a 
serious fuel shortage.

BULGARIA—Increased planting 
was called for under the state eco- 
nomic plan and the Ministry of 
Agriculture said crop — te 
were good.

The fuel supply was reported suf- 
ficient and health conditions bet- 
ter than last year.

YU LAVIA—A new govern- 
ment system of prices and supply 
went into effect March 1 designed 
to stem soaring free market prices 
of most consumer goods. iddle- 
men were abolished and additional 
food provided for heavy workers.

FPOLAND— Authorities said the 
three-year economic program ex- 
tending through 1949 had been as- 
sured, thanks to Soviet aid, Rus- 
sia was scheduled to deliver 200, 
000 tons of grain to provide bread 
until the next harvest. 


NORWAY—Rationing continued

good. 

SWEDEN—Butter, meat, coffee, 
tea and sugar remained on the 
ration because lack of hard cur- 
rencies limited imports. More im- 
ported fuel was needed to increase 
export cf newsprint and other pa- 
per cts. The fuel commis- 
sion said imports of coal were 
“satisfactory,” with most of it 
coming from Poland. General 
health conditions were reported 


DENMARK—Food supplies con- 
tinued adequate, although white 
bread and butter were still ra- 
tioned. Most of Denmark’s large 
butter production was exported, 
leaving little for the people at 
home. Authorities said the coun- 
try necded more animal feedstuffs. 

FINLAND — Food conditions 
were much better than last year, 
but prices were soaring. Ration- 
ing continued. The bread supply 
was expected to be maintained 
with the help of 300,000 tons of 
grain from Russia. Coal was 
scarce and Finns living in the 
country had to use wood for 
fuel. Normally the wood was 
saved for export as paper or 
woodpulp. Health was consider- 
ably improved.

said to the world that cruel- 

ty, born of fear, is at the heart 
of the universe. To prove this 
conviction the author has created 
two characters, Morgan Vale and 
Vincent Collins, each influencing 
the other’s life by the curious 
bond between them, a bond first 
established in an English board- 
ing school when Collins, the 
athlete, had bullied the physical- 
ly weak Vale into a trembling 
fear of physical strength. Vale, 
however, really dominates Col- 
Uns, as the reader ultimately 
finds out. The plot of the novel 
is inextricably intertwined with 
psychological implications; only 
in one or two places, however, 
does the action seem unreason- 
able or improbable. On the 
whole the details of the plot 
hold the reader high until the 
last page, proving the author an 
artisan in building suspense. 
Christopher LaFarge speaks the 
truth when he says of this novel 
by.a young English newspaper 
man, “This novel is that rarity 
in our time, a truly well-vritten 
book. There is not a sloppy 
phrase, sentence or paragraph in 
its length, which means that it 
can succeed in telling exactly 
and brilliantly the terrible story

GRASS ROOTS HISTORY, by Theodore

Gro Svendsen was crossing the 
Atlantic in 1862 as a young 
bride when a storm caused the 
death of an infant. She wrote: 
“The ship's carpenter made the 
little coffin and filled it half full 
of sand. We sang ‘Who Knows 
When My Last Hour Cometh.’ 
The sailors lowered the coffin. 
It was all strangely quiet and 
sad.“ In the simple letters of 
such immigrants to Middle 
America as blonde Gro, the 
graduate dean at the University 
of Minnesota has found the “‘lit- 
eratufe of the unlettered.”

* FEBOLD FEBOLDSON: TALL TALES 


FROM THE GREAT PLAINS, Com- 
ed by Paul R. Beath, Illustrated 
y Lynn Trank. (University of 
Nebraske Press, Lincoln, Nebr.) 
Febold Feboldson is a mythi- 
cal Swedish immigrant who is 
becoming’ a kind of Paul Bunyan 
of the plains. He performs no 
feats of strength in timber but 
wrestles with tornadoes, drouths, 
cold, floods and Indians, Paul 
R. Beath, University of Illinois 
graduate, now in the Library of 
Congress, began to hear about 
Febold in Gothenberg, Neb., in 
1928. Here is a sample of how 
this miracle worker operated: 
Once Febold was cornered by a 
band of Dirtyleg Indians. He 
kept them at bay until his lead 
balls ran out. Still well supplied 


balls. With these he shot each 
Indian full in the face at close 
range. After the battle a Gov- 
ernment wagon train came along 
and helped Febold bury the dead.

Ben Botkin collected so much 
regional folklore which he could 
not crowd into his “A Treasury 
of American Folklore’’ that he is 
now getting out sectional vol- 
umes. This is the first. Others 
on southern and western lore are 
in preparation. Botkin has gath- 
ered an amazing lot of stories of 
New England peddlers and trick- 
sters, local characters, ‘‘stout fel- 
lows and liars’ and myths, 
legends and traditions, including 
a great deal about the powers 
of darkness.“ He winds up with 
a generous collection of ballads, 
songs, rhymes and jingles. A 
particularly flavorsome chapter 
gives origins of expressions, as 
for example, As handy as 
Caleb’s cheese.” Yankee Caleb 
Macy was so fond of cheese that 
he kept one hanging by a heavy 
string in his sitting room, 80's 
to have it handy.”

tified burying place. 
The justice of this post-mo 
tem disgrace could hardly be 
questioned from the evidence 
that was adduced at the time, 

Certainly a champion of the 

people who took money from a 

sluggish king who was an enemy 

of the revolution becafise he 
didn’t know how to be a friend, 
was in a hopelessly equivocal 
position. Mme. Vallentin makes 
it clear, however, that Mirabeau 
was consistent in principle from 
first to last. He wanted a modi- 
fied revolution, one that would 
dissolve the remainders of feud- 
alism and establish the rights of 
all men. But he lived and died 
a believer in a constitutional 
monarchy; his great design was 
to make the throne the symbol 
of the people. To allow himself 
to be bailed out, financially, by 
the king was indiscretion, bad 
taste or folly on Mirabeau’s part 

—but it wasn’t a double-cross. 

Aside from revealing the main- 
springs of Mirabeau’s political 
thought Mme. Vallentin presents 

a psychological study of Mira- 

beau that moves with the flow 

and incident of a novel, and it 
is authenticated in the best pos- 
sible way—from the words of the 
protagonist himself. 

Hated by his aristocratic fath- 
er, Mirabeau grew up in a fer- 
ment of rebellion against author- 


ity. He never had enough money . 


but he was always spending it.

HE novel “Lucinda Bray- 
tord“ by Martin Boyd (E. P. 
Dutton) describes four gen- 
erations of an intermingled Eng- 
lish and Australian family. It 
has been compared to Galswor- 
thy’s “Forsyte Saga” and while 
the resemblance is there it is so 
superficial that it might as well 
be disregarded. In fact the read- 
er of Mr. Boyd’s entertaining 
narrative may be led to look too 
deep for non-existent meanings if 
he approaches it with the idea 
that it will expose the true char- 
acter of a whole level of society, 
In that case he may lose the fla- 
vor of what happens near the 
surface and lose all. 

Taken for what it is, the 
chronicle of the Vanes and the 
Brayfords justifies the time it 
takes to read it. It’s a thorough- 
ly interesting story of many lives 
all connected by the ties of fam- 
ily or friendship with the Aus- 
tralian-born Lucinda who mar- 
ries into a minor and withering 
branch of the English nobility.

for Resale to Private Developers 


at Reduced Prices.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 13 | 


-—Slum property is being pur- | 
chased with tax funds by the City 
of Indianapolis in a redevelop- 
ment operation comparable in 
some salient respects to what St. 
Louis hopes to do with its No. 1 
Eyesore between its downtown 
district and Grand boulevard. 


Of outstanding interest is the 
fact that Indianapolis has quit 
talking and started acting. The 
strongest point of similarity be- 
tween the Indianapolis procedure 
and the St. Louis proposal is that 
each calls for public money to 
acquire the slum property and 
each contemplates resale of the 
sites to private reaevelopers at 
reduced prices consistent with ac- 
tual “use” value for new homes, 
The loss, or difference, would be 
absorbed out of public funds. 


Expects Start This Summer. 


Indianapolis is counting on mak- 
ing its first sales in time to get 


this summer, on sites now vacant, 
It has concentrated so far on one 
project, designated “A” or Fall 
Creek,” which a federal official | 
once called one of the nation’s | 
worst slums, only a mile northwest | 
of the famed Monument Circle. | 
This area covers 178 acres, or 
about 25 acres more than the 
“No, 1” St. Louis site, Fifteenth- | 
Grand-Olive-Market. 

Official steps have been taken | 
toward acquiring a second Indian- | 
apolis slum, fully as bad as the 
first, but covering only 7½ acres 
and intended to be converted to 
industrial use. There may be no 
material loss to absorb in its re- 
sale. The Missouri Urban Rede- 
velopment Act would permit resale 
of slum or blighted property for 
industrial use, where appropriate, 
as well as housing ‘use. 

Like St. Louis, indianapolis has 
not found an immediate solution 
to the serious problem of how to 
rehouse displaced slum dwellers, 
at rents they can afford, How- 
ever, unlike St. Louis, Indianapo- 
lis has readily available in the 
Fall Creek slum considerable va- 
cant ground on which new houses 
can be built at first, so that it 
does not yet have to come to grips 
wen the problem. 


Appointive Setup. 

The Indianapolis Redevelop- 
ment Commission was established 
as a city department by an Indi- 
ana law of 1945. Its functions are 
well defined, with the intention of 
redeveloping slum and blighted 
districts, and with no direct re- 
sponsibility for housing. The ap. 
pojntive device employed would 
appear to be successful in keeping | 
the commission non-political. 

The commission can acquire real 
estate by purchase, gift or con- 
demnation and clear it and dis- 
pose of it “for the best interests 
of the city and its inhabitants.” 
It may retain any desirable struc- 
tures. Its plans must be inte- 

ated with the general city plan. 

he commission may contract with, 
bidders for its property as to pro- 
posed sale or rental prices of the 
structures to be erected—a safe- 
guard not nearly so strong as the 
control over profits and rent 
schedules St. Louis would have 
over proposed private redevelop- 
ment corporations, 

No tax relief is provided in the 
Indianapolis plan, whereas the St. 
Louis plan has the advantage of a 
25-year limitation on taxes author- 
ized by state law. Both the St. 
Louis and Indianapolis plans are 
designed essentially to make pos- 
sible new housing on a large scale 
for the big middle-income class of 
citizens, but not the class with the | 
lowest incomes. 


Public Housing Question. 

However, it would be possible in 
St. Louis to turn part or all of a 
redevelopment site over to use for 
subsidized “public housing” for the 
low-income group, if the legal and 
financial stalemate over public 
housing can be broken. There is 
widespread understanding in St. 
Louis of public housing as the 
only means of providing more 
homes for those who can afford 
only minimum rents. In contrast, 
Indianapolis is officially opposed 
to public housing. It has no local 
Housing Authority and its sole 
mass housing establishment is 
managed directly through the Chi- 
cago office of the Federal Public 
Housing Administration. 

The St. Louis redevelopment 
plan, now beginning to crystallize, 
contemplates a city bond issue of 
$10,000,000 or more to acquire slum 
and blighted property, preferably 
in the No. 1 Eyesore area. 

Indianapolis does not permit its 
commission to issue bonds, but 
provides it with a steady flow of 
tax revenue by levying a special 
tax annually on all real estate and 
personal proper:y throughout the 
city. For the first two years, to 
get the enterprise launched, the 
tax was set at 10 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation. This 
yielded $1,118,859 in 1946-47. Here- 
after, the maximum rate is 5 cents 
a. $100, which is likely to be levied 
in the future, but a one-year lull 
was arranged, so that the taxes 
to be paid in 1948 will be at only 
1.4 cents a $100. This will raise 
about $75,000, enough to cover 
going expenses. 

Purchases Pushed. 

Up to March 1, the commission 
had expended $181,841. for prop- 
erty in the Fall Creek area, and 
it is pushing further purchases 
actively. It has also arranged to 
take over large vacant parcels 
belonging to the city and the city 
Flood Board: Slightly less than 
half of the 178-acre total remains 
to be obtained, but this includes 
much of the ramshackle rows of 
shacks and crumbling houses oc- 
cupied almost altogether by Ne- 
groes. Some of the tumbledown 
houses have been bought by the 
commission, which collects small 
rents on them. 


Estimated total cost of the Fall 28 


Creek area is $875,000. Arrange- 
ments. have been made for the 
Flood: Board and city Park De- 
partment to issue bonds—for 
which vote of the people will not 
be required—to buy 98 acres of 
the area at cost from the commis- 
sion. This will be converted into 
a park, including the sites of fed- 
eral levees along Fall Creek, for 
which Congress has provided funds. 
The park schéme compares in a 
general way with the St. Louis 
effort to have the three-block strip 
in its downtown eyesore, between 
Memorial and Aloe plazas, taken

for an athletic field adjoining a 
modern Negro high school. 


1600 Persons in Area. 


About 72 acres of the Fall Creek 
project would be left for redevel- 
opment for housing, Present popu- 
lation of the area is 1648, and the 
commission does not intend to in- 
crease the density of population, 
although it would be possible to 
do so under modern housing plans. 
It is fostering the idea of a well- 
knit Negro community of single- 
family, duplex and small apart- 
ment houses, with as many individ- 
ual home owners as possible. 

Some of the present residents 
could afford to pay more than 
they do now for rent or home pur- 
chase, at least while employment 
opportunities remain good. Nearly 
all of the residents want better 
housing, a survey showed. There 
is no hope of providing housing 
at the lowest rent levels under the 
plan. | 

Several builders have been pre- 
paring figures on dwelling con- 
struction, with the intention of 
bidding for groups of lots as soon 
as the commission is ready to sell. 
There have been dozens of in- 
quiries by persons seeking single 
lots. About 75 Negro families in 
the nearby Lockefield Gardens, 
the FPHA public housing estab- 
lishment, have indicated an inter- 
est in buying new homes in the 
Fall Creek area. 

Non-Profit Agency. 

Flanner House, influential Ne- 
gro social settlement, has inter- 
ested itself in. the commission's 
work. The American Friends Serv- | 


ice Committee (Quaker) has fur- 


nished a specialist in community 
affairs to work with Flanner 
House in housing and er fun- 
damental needs. As a Milt, Flan- 
ner House Homes, „ A non 
profit agency, has begn formed. It 
has obtained half of a $120,000 
revolving fund, with which it is 
proposed to help a group of about 
20 Negro families build homes in 
the Fall Creek. project. 

This will be the first urban 
counterpamt of a scheme the 
Friends used successfully for coal 
miners’ rural homes in Pennsyl- 
vania. Twelve veterans of World 
War II are the nucleus of the In- 
dianapolis group. Arrangements 
have been made for them to quit 
their jobs and enroll in G.I. 
courses at Flanner House to learn 
basic skills of building trades. 
They will exchange services in 
building their own homes, then 
be ready to return to normal 
jobs. Meanwhile, their families 
have become acquainted and they 
want to live together as a little 
community. 

If the attractive grounds and 
exterior experience of Lockefield | 
Gardens are a criterion, Indianap- | 
olis Negroes can be expected to 
preserve the appearance of mod- 
ern dwellings. - 

Now, the Fall Creek people live 
in extreme squalor, and the survey 
reports show how hopeless it is 
for any of them to struggle 
against their surroundings, Their 
386 frame structures, sheltering 
454 households, are virtually part 
of an abandoned public dump. The 
city rat expert has estimated there 
are 200,000 rats there. Both in- 
spection and the statistics confirm 
the Flanner House assertion: “The 
area is one of the most unsightly, 
unsanitary and deteriorated sec- 
tions in the entire city.” 

Many of the humble: dwellings 
lack sewer, water, electric or gas 
facilities, and most of them get 
heat precariously from stoves. 
Outdoor privies are common.

DDI DYER’S pitching staff 
includes several fine knuckle 
ball experts and Catcher Del 

Wilber expects to see a lot of 
passed balls charged to the re- 
ceiving staff during the 1948 
season. 

„It's going to be tough when 
the boys start throwing those 
knucklers,” Del remarked during 
a fanning bee.

We Don’t Know Why It 
Does It, but It Does. 
HE ordinary curve ball, or 
the fast ball, rotates when 


it is thrown through the air. 
The knuckler, however, floats 


rotating. The rotation of a ball 
causes it to maintain a fairly 
regular course in its path to 
the catcher, but the knuckler is 
a capricious thing, darting this 
way or that so crazily that it 
actually will miss the glove of 
a good catcher occasionally, 
striking an arm or even getting 
past him entirely. 

Usually the knuckleball is a 
weapon of a veteran pitcher. 
George Munger, for instance, 
throws a rather good one, but 
his natural stuff, his fast ball 
and his curve, are so good that 
a catcher rarely thinks of call- 
ing for the trick pitch. How- 
ever, it is like an annuity, taken 
out early in life by a pitcher. 
When he has lost some of his 
speed and is inclined to waste 
his fast ball, keeping it away 
from the hitters because it 
doesn’t blaze and hop as it used 
to do, then he unveils the 

knuckler officially and has a 

itching weapon that may keep 

im in the majors several extra 
years. 

Occasionally a young pitcher, 
without blazing speed, suddenly 
becomes effective when he mas- 
ters the knuckler sufficiently to 
use it in a game, That may be 
the case of Clarence Beers. He 
comes to the Cardinals at the 
age of 29, 11 years after he 
broke into organized baseball.

These seeds are invisible, They 
appear to be only a tendency that 
somehow gets into living flesh.

The seeds were sown by inject- 
ing mother mice, before birth of 
their young, with urethane, a 
chemical compound known to be 
able to cause cancer in animals. 
Why this substance causes cancer 
ia not known. 

When the mothers had been in- 
jected, many of their young de- 
Sometimes, one 
of these baby mice showed a 
cancer within a few days after 
birth. Sometimes not for weeks. 
Mostly, the young mice had 
cancers much earlier than those 
whose mothers had not received 
the cancer-making injection. 

There is much evidence that 
cancers; in animals and men and 
women, may not show up until 
years after the mysterious thing 
‘known as the cause of cancer has 
set the stage, The Rockefeller 


tests show that it is possible to 
shorten the time between seeding 
and appearance of a cancer. That 
suggests a possibility of learning 
what may speed, human cancer 
and how to avoid is. 

Dr. Valy Menkin of Temple 
University School of Medicine, 
Philadelphia, reported a new ex- 
tract, which he calls necrosin, 
that destroys cancer in Swiss 
mice. The extract is obtained 
from dogs. It is one of a series 
of such cancer destroyers that 
have been found for animals. 
Menkin’s necrosin attacks onl 
one kind of cancer. é 

One of the risks in human cag- 
cer is the peculiar ability of these 
malignant growths to spread to 
distant parts of the body, The 
spread is made by jumps, and not 
by growing like a vine. 

A possible explanation was re- 
ported by Drs. Dale Rex Cow- 
man and Morton McCutcheon of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Medicine. They showed 
that cancer tissue cells do not 
stick together as strongly 4s 
healthy tissues. The individual 
cancer cells break äpart more 
easily, and once free, migrate. 

Their experiment was done with 
a cocktall-shaker device. In it, 
cancer cells fell apart easier than 
healthy tissues.

OR the first time since 1938 the Amherst College Glee Club 
will appear in concert in St. Louis, the occasion to be marked 
by a dinner dance attended not only ‘by the large Amherst 


alumni contingent living here, but by 20 debutantes, who will pro- 


vide dancing partners for the 50-man club personnel. 


The date is Saturday, April 3; 
the place, the Statler Hotel ball- 
room, where 500 persons are ex- 
pected to assemble at 7:30 
o'clock. Divided into three 
parts, the program will include 
dinner shortly after the guests’ 
arrival; the concegt by the club 
for one hour, beginning at 8:30, 
and dancing to music by Russ 
David's orchestra from 10 to 1 
o'clock. The concert will fea- 
ture classical and semi-classical 


music and college songs. A 
double quartet will sing a group 
of Negro ballads and comedy 
numbers. As the finale Amherst 
men in the audience, probably 
150, will march to the stage and 
join with the club in singing the 
Amherst alma mater, “To the 
Fairest College of Them All.” 

It was in St. Louis, back in 
1906, that Amherst's famous 
marching song, “Lord Jeffrey 
Amherst“, was sung for the 
first time. Written by James 
Hamilton, then glee club leader, 
the song was presented to an 
audience of 2000 at the old 
Odeon. Jewett Jones of St. 
Louis was club manager that 
year, and Allan Wyman, whose 
son Thomas, a student now, 
represents the fourth genera- 
tion of the family to attend 
the college, was the one St.

One of the oldest college glee 
clubs in the country, the Am- 
herst group dates from 1857, 
when quartets began giving in- 
formal concerts.

The publicity engendered by 
City Councilman Muth is credited 
by the veterans with being the 
chief factor in bringing about the 
federal, state and municipal in- 
vestigations—and also some hasty 
settlements by builders, who may 
be trying to head off prosecution 
in the criminal courts. 

For example, the veterans who 
got 19-foot houses when they 
should have receivéd homes a 
foot wider, already have received 
a total of $50,000 from the builder 
in question. 

The veterans with the suspen- 
sion-bridge floors recently got 
rand new floors, with proper 
sub-flooring to support them. 

The veterans with the LST cir- 
culators got new circulators and

BALTIMORE, March 13 — A 
state grand jury is completing an 
investigation here of veterans’ 
charges that they have been 
cheated by home-building com-. 
panies, Its findings are expected 
to be reported within a few days. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation is making a separate in- 
quiry. 

Meantime 2000 former service 
men are. standing firm on their 
decision to make no more pay- 
ments on their new homes until 
the houses are repaired to their 
satisfaction. They say the houses 
fail to comply with the city build- 
ing code or to meet building speci- 
fications. 

Their joint action has attracted 
national attention, and has pro- 
duced other, more tangible results 
locally. 

The veterans united under the 
leadership of William J. Muth, 
vice president of the City Coun- 
cil, after they said they were un- 
able to get satisfactory action by 
the Veterans’ Administration or 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion offices here. 

Start of U. 8. Inquiry. 

After trying for months to ob- 
tain redress for deficiencies in 
their homes, the veterans, repre- 
senting about 35 groups in vari- 
ous sections of the city, joined 
forces and chose Muth as their 

kesman. : 
v Muth, 37 years old, an Army 
lieutenant in World War II, got 
the federal investigation started 
by making a personal a#ppeal to 
Attorney General Tom Clark

man Moser of the Supreme Bench 
of Baltimore, ordered the grand 
jury to investigate reported viola- 
tions of building codes and alleged | 
misrepresentations in the sales of 
houses to G.I. buyers.

Agreement on Inquiry. 

After a series of conferences 
among Judge Moser, Biddison and 
Wells, an agreement was reached 
that Biddison and four special 
assistants (at $4500 a year each) 
would investigate complaints and 
turn over evidence to the State's 
Attorney for presentation to the

$10,000 to hire three engineers or 
architects to assist Biddison.

The grand jury has been hear- 
ing a half dozen or more witnesses 
a day, most of them veterans com- 
plaining of all sorts of things in 
cornection with their houses. 
large group, for example, 
has charged that the builder 
“stole” a foot in width from each 
of their houses and with the space. 
thus gained, had built two ad- 
ditional houses and created two 
new “ground rents.” 

Rent Paid on Site, 

To the uninitiated, a ground 
rent is something that is found 
only in Baltimore and one or two 
other places in the country. Here 
a builder can and usually does 
rent the ground under a house, 
rather than sell it to the buyer of 
the house. 

A house, one of many attached 
in a long row in this particular 
case, sold for $8500, while the 20- 
foot strip of land underneath it 
was rented at $120 a year, repre- 
senting a capitalization of about 
$1500 more. 


The “20-foot strip” actually was | 


only 19 feet wide, the vetbrans 
this group learned some month 
after they had bought their 


homes. This, of course, also meant | 


that the rooms were a foot nar- 
rower than they thought they 
were getting. 

These same veterans complained 
that their specifications called for 
a gas cooking stove, which they 
didn’t get; slate roofs, which they 
didn't get—shingle being substi- 
tuted; screens, porch Tailings, rain 
spouting, etc., all of which they 
didn’t get.

This group learned also at the 
Same time that the builder had 
not carried the fire walls in the 
row houses all the way up to the 
reof—a violation of the fire code 
and a dangerous one. A fire in

It has developed also that while 
this builder for some time had in 
front of his housing development 
a large sign stating that the 
houses were FHA inspected, no 
Gealings at all with the FHA were 
involved. 

A third group of veterans said 
that walking across their floors 
‘was like walking over a suspen- 
sion bridge. They were getting 
seasick, they said. 

Tt was learned in this case that 
instead of putting in “sub floor- 
ing” on which the upper flooring 
could rest, the builder had nailed 
broken sections of used plywood 
to the upper flooring from under- 
neath. 

Virtually 
afl the veterans report warping 
doors and other woodwork: cracks, 
not only through the plaster, but | 
right through the house walls:

At least one large lending insti-

Among other things, the Catho- 
lic hierarchy wants the govern- 
ment to guarantee “freedom of 
press, freedom of speech and free- 
dom of conscience.” It also wants 
repeal of new laws under which 
divorce is permitted and only 
marriages performed by civil reg- 
istrars are legal. 

The government contends the 
church wants far more in Poland 
than it enjoys in any other coun- 
try, including the United States. 
What the church really wants, 
paid one high government official, 
is a “change in government.” That 
means one free of Communist in- 
fluence. 

Church Warned on Politics. 

The government has made clear 
that it is definitely “fed up” with 
attacks which creep into the close- 
ly censored Catholic press and the 
stinging rebukes delivered in pas- 
toral letters.

— but they increased, even in 
Europe, in coal, oil, metals, ma- 
chines and vehicles. 

The European countries that 
were tightening their belts spent | 
$478,527,000 more for coal, oil, 
metals, machines and vehicles. 

Bad Luck for Europeans. 

The jump in coal and oil buying 
was partly due to pure bad luck 
for the Europeans. At the same 
time they were trying to hoard 
their dollars for long term ma- 
chines, their own mines slipped in 
production, and they had to spend 
part of their hoarded dollars on 
the fuel which they should have 
produced themselves. To close 
the vicious circle, they found out 
that much of the dropping coal 
production was due to lack of 
enough food and proper food for 
the miners. 

But they cut buying of expen- 
sive foods by $175,054,000. They 
cut even though their own crops 
were down because of a triple 
disaster —a cold winter, a wet 
spring and a summer drouth. 

They cut their buying of Ameri- 
can meat and eggs the most, al- 
most in half. Eggs backed up on 
the American market so much 
that the ernment had to buy | 
large quantities. That surplus fin- 
ally was disposed of, partly by | 
selling it for use in occupied 
Germany and Japan. 

Tobacco buying was cut only 
a third. Europeans figure that.a 
cigarette is a comfort to a man 
who hasn’t had enough dinner. | 
So they continue to buy what 
tobacco they can. But they cut 
their buying of American tobacco | 
by $133,707,000. Tobacco prices 
dropped on the American market. 

The Europeans had to eat some- 
thing when they cut down on 
meat, eggs, and dairy products. | 
So they bought more wheat, more | 
Wheat flour and more corn to 
piece out already dull diets. 
Neutrals Better Off. | 

The neutrals came out better, as | 
might be expected. They didn’t 
go to war, so they apparently had 
more dollars to spend. Sweden, 
Switzerland and Portugal all 
bought more meat last year than

that it handles no criminal 
cases. It passes upon cases 
involving things like acci- 
dents, liens and domestic re- 
lations which, of course, 
means divorces. The Ar- 
kansas divorce mill became 
so popular with people from 
all over the country that in 
time Judge Frank Dodge, 
chancellor of the court, 
found himself swamped, He 
didn’t have time to handle 
all the other matters and 
the ‘divorce cases too. 


So the Arkansas Legisla- 
ture, which has always 
shown itself anxious to 
oblige in any way that will 
make divorce easier and 
quicker in the state, set up 
a division of the court to 
handle nothing but divorce 
Cases.

In charge of this division 
would be a master to be 
known as a master in chan- 
cery. It would be thé mas- 
ter’s job to hear evidence 
in divorce cases, weigh it 
judicially, and then make 
recommendation for its dis- 
position by Judge Dodge. 

Appointed to this job was 
Mrs. Ruth Hale, a Little 
Rock lawyer, well liked in 
the legal fraternity. As time 
passed she became even 
more popular. Things went 
swimmingly under the new 
set-up. Mrs. Hale heard 
cases all day long, noted her

was unconstitutional. n- 
sequently the court had 
never legally existed, and 
any business it had transact- 
ed during its 11 months of 
operation had the legal sta- 
tus of a kangaroo court. 
When the confused and 
victims of 
this situation descended 
upon their lawyers with 
cries of what the hell, 78 
Little Rock Jawyers got to- 
gether and drafted a long, 
profound and slightly wist- 
ful. petition to the Supreme 
Court, pointing out any 
number of reasons why they 
thought the court ought to 
take another look at the 
situation. The court refused 
to even review the case. 

So, the 1750 couples are as 
legally married as they were 
before they were “divorced”; 
subsequent marriages are 
open to serious legal douht; 
there is a serious question 
of the legitimacy of children 
born to divorced and re- 
married persons, and prop- 
erty settlements growing out 
of divorces are in a hopeless 
muddle.

Lawyers estimate that half 
of the persons involved have 
remarried. There is an av- 
erage of two children to a 
couple, by either their first 
or second marriages, or both. 
They estimate that some 10. 
000 persons are involved. 

The situations which had 
developed are all but end- 
less. Most complicated, per- 
haps, was that involving four 
persons, two “divorced” cou- 
ples, who had, since their 
supposed divorce, exchanged 
partners. Now they are not 
only confused about who is 
married to whom, but are 
reported having a bitter 
wrangle over property which 
they had divided among 
themselves. 

Ong husband, who was 
paying for the support of 
several children by order of 
the court, announced that 
this court order was no more 
binding than the divorce, 
and stopped paying. Another 
husband, whose wife had 
been awarded custody of 
their child, announced that 
the custody order meant 
nothing, seized the child 
frum his wife and disap- 
peared. No one even knows 
whether to send out an ar- 
rest order for him or not. 

Another husband heard a 
loud pounding on his front 
door, opened it to find wife

supreme court merely inter- 
preted the laws and handed 
down decisions. It didn't 
presume to clear up any 
messes which might have 
been created before the sit- 
uation came to its attention.

And what were 
they going to do about it” 
The legal involvements were 
almost unlimited. They in- 
cluded not only possible 
bigamy, but the legitimacy 
of children and the owner- 
ship of property which had 
been divided or bestowed 
when the illegal divorces 
were granted, It was a sit- 
uation which might take a 
generation to straighten out 
unless some neat, wholesale 
solution presented itself. To 
date, none has.

The lawyers of Little 
Rock and Pulaski county, 
although not anxious to ad- 
mit it, were caught in a 
little trap of their own lay- 
ing. They wanted to make 
the Arkansas divorce mill 
grind faster, even though it 
was already turnin out 
some 400 divorces a month 
in Little Rock alone. -Over 
the state some 2400 persons 
were being divorced an- 
nually. 

Arkansas has, for a num- 
ber of years, been second 
only to Reno for making di- 
vorce easy and pleasant. 
Anyone who has lived in the 
state for two months is, for 
the purposes of divorce, a 
iegal resident. In Reno it's 
six weeks, Also a few years 
ago, the legislature liberal- 
ized the laws even further 
to allow divorce by mutual 
consent. This took a lot of 
messy litigation out of the 
bisiness. One or the other 
of the unhappy couple filed 
for divorce, the other 
agreed, and it was all over. 

In Arkansas, people are 
divorced in a chancery 
court, It is a court about 
the equivalent of a circuit 
court in Missouri, except

recommendation on the 
Hack of each petition. If 
she recommended a divorce, 
which she seldom failed to 
do, the judge had merely to 
sign it to make it legal. 

This arrangement was 
made by the Legislature in 
1943. Time passed. During 
the war the demand for di- 
vorces became even greater. 
The chancery court became 
proportionately busier, So 
the Legislature got busy 
again to expedite divorces 
in Pulaski county. They 
created a second division of 
chancery court, known as a 
court of domestic relations. 
The chancellor of the sec- 
ond division would have the 
power to grant divorces. 
Thus they wouldn't even 
have to wait for anyone's 
signature. 

This was all right, but the 
Legislature, with a little ju- 
dicious prodding from the 
legal lights in Little Rock, 
went a step further. And 
went off the deep end, The 
bill creating this new set-up 
stated: 

“The chancellor of the 
second division of charitery 
court of Pulaski county 
shall be the present master 
in chancery of the chancery 
court.” Namely, Mrs. Hale. 

The Legislature can cre- 
ate an office, but it can’t 
fill it. That was where it 
made its mistake. 

“Well,” as one Little Rock 
lawyer puts it, “the Supreme 
Court was just sitting back, 
rubbing its hands and wait- 
ing. They knew the Legisla- 
ture had exceeded its author- 
ity. Of course the Little 
Rock lawyers knew_it too, 
but they’re not admitting it. 
They just hoped they could 
get by with it. All the Su- 
preme Court was waiting for 
was to have a case ap- 
pealed.”

Finally, a couple of months 
ago, a resident of Little 
Rock named George W. 
Howells was divorced by his 
wife. Howells didn’t want a 
divorce, and he promptly 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court 
promptly announced that the 
Legislature’s act of creating 


No. 1 standing there. She 
announced she was still his 
lawful wife and to get wife 
No. 2 out of the place and 
make room for her. She 
was coming back. The hus- 
band appealed to the prose- 
cuting attorney, who assured 
him he wouldn’t be arrested 
for bigamy—not for the time 
being, anyway—if he Chose 
wife No. 2. He did, and sent 
wife No. 1 packing. 

One divorced man was in- 
terested only in the money 
his divorce had cost him. 
Since he didn’t get the di- 
vorce, he wanted to know if 
he could make the lawyer 
refund his fee.

When things calmed down 


somewhat, the lawyers start- 
ed seeking a solution. After 
weighing and discarding 
several, they finally hit on 
one which is now in the 
works. Briefly, it is held 
that since Mrs. Hale was 
never a judge, and since she 
never resigned as master in 
chancery, then she is still 
master in chancery. So 
Judge Dodge can accept her 
rulings as recommendations 
and sign the decrees himself. 
A test case is now being pre- 
pared. When he signs, it 
will be contested and thus 
go to the Supreme Court, 
giving it the opportunity to 
review the situation from 
another angle, possibly open 
the way for Judge Dodge to 
approve all the divorces by 
a blanket order and, it -is 
hoped, retroactively. 


In the case of children 
born to new mates, they are 
gaved from illegitimacy by 
an old post Civil War statute 
which says that children 
born out of wedlock shall be 
declared legitimate if the 
parents later marry. In this 
case, if their divorces are 
held valid, the parents will 
have to marry again. 

In the meantime, the di- 
vorce mill has suffered .a 
telling blow as a result of 
the mess.

Mrs. Vashti McCollum Lost Her Job and Was Snubbed 
by Neighbors, but She Won High Court. Fight to Bar

RS. VASHTI McCOLLUM, 

wife of a University of Illi- 

nois professor, and mother of 
three. children, is a woman of 
strong conviction. She stuck to 
her convictions concerning reli- 
gious education in the _ public 
schools of Champaign, although 
her stand meant carrying a fight 
through three courts, being fired 
from her job and snubbed by her 
neighbors, receiving 5000 letters, 
many of them abusive and vilify- 
ing, and having vandals stone her 
house and throw garbage in her 
living room. 


This week the United States Su- 
preme Court justified Mrs. McCol- 
lum’s faith in herself by uphold- 
ing, by a vote of eight to one, her 
contention that religious education 
in public schools violates the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

In reversing a decision of the 
Tilinois Supreme Court, they held 
that use of a state's compulsory 
school machinery to aid religious 
groups in spreading their faith 
violates the first amendment 
against establishment of reli- 
gion.” 


“It’s hard to go out against re- 
ligion,” Mrs. McCollum admitted 
frankly. Tou're just a no-good 
if you dare say anything against 
it. If I'd known just how hard it 
was I might not have gone 
through with it but I’ve always 
been one of those dreamers, I 


guess.” 

There was nothing dreamy, how- 
ever in the way Mrs. McCollum 
waged her fight against what she 
felt was an illegal and unconsti- 
tutional mixing of church and 
state. A tiny, dark-haired woman 
of 35, with the slight willowy ap- 
pearance of a dancer and the pas- 
sionately intense determination of 
an evangelist, she maintained that 
her argument was not with re- 
ligion but with religion on school 
time. 

„I'm not anti-Catholic,” she said. 
“Some of my best friends are 
Catholics. I'm not anti-anything. 
I've always considered myself lib- 
eral and tolerant, but I've lived 
where there were church-domi- 
nated school systems and I don’t 
think the schools were improved. 

“As far as I know, the United 
States has made more rapid prog- 
ress than any other contemporary 
nation, and our Government was 
established on the separation of 
church and state. Our school sys- 
tem is very young compared to 
those of other nations, yet 1 
wouldn't swap it for them. In the 
other countries there is a tie-up 
between religious organizations 
and the school systems. In this 
country we've had complete sep- 
aration and we've been more suc- 
cessful. I figure there’s no argu- 
ment for church influence in the 
school system.” 
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HE events which led to Mrs. 

McCollum’s appeal to the high- 

est court in the land and the 
resultant national notoriety began 
in 1943 when her oldest son, James 
Terry (called Terry by his fam- 
ily) entered the fourth grade of 
Southside School. 


In the fourth grade, students 
began attending classes in relig- 
ious instruction sponsored by an 
Inter - Denominational Council in 
Champaign. The council provided 
teachers in the Catholic, Protest- 
ant and Jewish faiths, and attend- 
ance was not compulsory, although 
no parents had ever refused to 
let their children attend the classes 
before. 7 


j 
School officials were somewhat 
taken aback when Mrs. McCollum 
informed them she did not want 
Terry to receive any religious ed- 
ucation at school. 


“For the first semester Terry 
teased to take it because he was 
the only one not taking it,” Mrs. 
McCollum said, “and there was 
no activity at all for those who 
don't take it. He saved up the 
quarter he needed for the course 


for the second semester himself, 
but a good movie came to town 
and he asked to go. Tou've got 
a quarter,’ his pappy told him. 
It's up to you. Spend it for the 
show or spend it for religious edu- 
cation.’ 


“Well, then pappy talked up 
the movie and Terry weakened 
and spent the quarter. I thought 
that was a kind of dirty trick so 
I gave him another quarter and 
let him take religious education. 
But when he brought the class 
material home and I saw that in- 
stead of being a course in ethics 
or morality it was pure indoctrina- 
tion, I told him not to ask to 
take it again. 


“The next year he went to an- 
other school and again we ran 
into those smug ideas, Terry 
came home this time and said, 
‘Momma, you've got to let me 
take it. I’m keeping my class 
from being 100 per cent.’ I Said. 
"Terry, you can’t take it if it's 


illegal.’ So he didn't.“ 
T had been taught it was wrong 

to fight (‘And that's a mis- 
take, I've found out,“ his mother 
says), began coming home with 
black eyes, knots on his head, and 
welts on his face. When he en- 
tered junior high school (the sixth 
grade in Champaign), it was 
worse. He was beaten up regu- 
larly and when he went to the 
YMCA after school, gangs of boys 
stole his schoolbooks or threw 
them in the swimming pool. He 
began, his mother says, to have 
“that haunted look.” 


“I stood it all,” she continued, 
“until one day Terry came home 
crying, and said, ‘Mommy, I'm 
never going to school again on 
the day they have religious edu- 
cation. They made me sit in the 
hall. and the kids all teased me. 
Well, I went over to the school 
to complain but they pushed me 
off again and said, ‘Why don’t 
you write a letter to the school 
board?’ I said, I'm not that big 
a fool. I know I'd be wasting 
my time. I’m going to do some- 
thing real about it.” 


What Mrs. McCollum did was 
to file a taxpayer's suit against 
the Board of Education charging 
that religious education violated 
that part of the First Amendment 
regarding religious freedom, as 
well as several Illinois statutes 
pertaining to the use of school 
buildings for extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. 


She lost her case in the state 
circuit court and the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, and last May, with 
the aid of a different lawyer, 
Walter Dodd of Chicago, consti- 
tutional law authority, appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court. 
By this time she had the backing

I'd tell them, 
‘When I had a complaint, I went 
to court and signed my name to 
it. You can do the same.“ But 
they kept on and there were so 
many nasty ones my husband 
wouldn't let me answer the phone. 


“The first Hallowe’en, I had 
brought my second son home from 
an operation in the hospital that 
day and Pappy was at a meeting, 
sO we were alone. Some kids 
came to the house and tried to 
break down the door, and threw 
garbage in the living room and in 
our faces; we had to wash rotten 
tomatoes out of our hair. They 
took our pet kitten away, too, and 
we never saw it again. Then they 
stood outside and sang, ‘Onward, 
Christian Soldiers.’ 


“As for the letters, we've re- 
ceived over 5000, as many as 199 
in one day. It got so I could 
tell what the letters would say 
without opening them. If the en- 
velope was addressed in pencil 
with a tattered old stamp, there’d 
be a letter inside on note paper 
that didn’t match, unsigned, and 
damning me for an atheist. They 
never attacked the real issue at 
all. They'd just send me quota- 
tions. The fool hath said in his 
heart, there is no God’ was most 
frequent. But there were also 
letters from doctors, lawyers and 
ministers backing my stand. 


“Some of the opposing letters 
were filthy and obscene. There's 
a Four Square Gospel woman 
evangelist who's been trying to 
convert me. She used to come 
out and honey and darling and 
sweetheart me until she figured 
she'd softened me up sufficiently 
and then she'd put on the pres-

sure. So one day 1 brought out 
some of the letters I'd received 
and showed them to her. 
watched her face getting redder 
and redder. Finally she said, ‘Oh 
Mrs, McCollum, no Christian ever 
wrote these letters.’ I said, Well, 
it’s a cinch, no atheist ever wrote 
them.’” 


Mrs. McCollum, incidentally, re- 
sents the publicity which has re- 
ferred to her eonsistently as an 
atheist. She feels there is no 
atigma attached to the word but 
that she is not one. 


J think a person must be well 
studied in theology to say that 
and I’m no theologian,” she says. 
“I've never read Tom Payne or 
Ingersoll or Voltaire or any of 
them. My father meets with a 
group that calls themselves The 
Freethinkers, but I don't know if 
they're atheists or not. They're 
preponderantly agnostics.” 


Mrs. McCollum was baptized in 
the Lutheran church, her grand- 
father was an elder in the Pres- 
byterian church, and she attend- 
ed an Episcopalian Sunday school, 
and was not brought up in an 
anti-religious atmosphere, she 
points out, though she recalls a 
bit gleefully that she used to 
craw] under pews and pinch the 
Sunday school teacher's ankles, 
was something of a disturbing ele- 
ment and always had her doubts 
concerning religion. 
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ER first name, Vashti, is a 
H Biblical name, that of the first 

wife of King Ahasueras, who 
later married Bsther. 


“According to the story, the 
king threw a party,” Mrs. McCol- 
lum relates, “and commanded 
Vashti to dance for the guests. 
Vashti-—this is a free telling, you 
understand — said she wouldn't 
dance for a pack of drunks, s0 
he called his ministers and asked 
what to do with her. The min- 
isters said he'd have to get rid 
of her because if the queen didn’t 
obey the king, none of the other 
women in the kingdom would obe 
their husbands, So he divorce 
her and married Esther. My 
mother always said Vashti was 
the first exponent of women’s 
rights.” 


Many of the abusive letters to 
Mrs. McCollum’s husband have 
been addressed to Mr. Vashti Mc- 
Collum; often these letters say, 
“You should read your Bible,” 


“If they'd sread theirs,” Mrs. 
McCollum ‘said dryly, “they 
wouldn't be making that mistake.” 


Actually McCollum’s name is 
John Pascahl McCollum, and he 
is associate professor of vegetable 
crops, a unit of the horticultural 


department, where he has taught 
for 17 years. 

„um not one to pick a fight 
with anybody,” quiet, reserved Mc- 
Collum says in his mild, Arkansas- 
accented voice, but that’s her 
business. She’s an educated, intel- 
ligent woman and knows what 
she’s talking about.

Also a 
matter of conjecture is the effect 
the decision will have on religious 
education elsewhere, particularly _ 
in the case of “released time” from 
other school work. 


Justice Jackson, who concurred 
with the majority opinion, never- 
theless, pointed out that it might 
lead the way to “possibilities of 
omission” in the exposure of youth 
to religious influences.

Brisk Bidding at 


Livestock Auction

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N any livestock country, the weekly auction sale is a big 


and important event. Hapecially at this season of the year 

and on a rainy day when work outdoors is impossible—the 

farmers gather from far and near. With a good many of them, 

ao livestock trading is part of 

Se the business of farming,

＋ Ny { merely a place to run hogs 

. 3 and cattle between trades, 
— 


ber who fall into neither of 
these categories. They come 
to the sale to visit with 
friends from the more dis- 
tant valleys — to buy some 
shoats or a milk cow-—or 
merely to listen to the bid- 
ding and see how prices are 
running this week, Tuesday 
is sale day at the Caledonia 
auction-barn; Potosi holds its 
sale on Saturday and Farm- 
ington on Wednesday, 
We don't go regularly, 
being neither traders nor 
often in the market for live- 
* stock, But once in a while 
on 4 rainy afternoon, Perry and I drop over to Caledonia to 
see what is going on—and we always enjoy ourselves, Last 
week, the trucks were lined up along the highway for half 9 
mile, the pens were full of stock and the bidding went along 
briskly. 

If you intend buying cattle, hogs, horses or mules at the 
eountry sale, you'll certainly want to have your wits about you. 
In addition to animals which have been consigned by local farm- 
ers, there will be a big percentage of stock brought in by 
traders from the surrounding countryside, and also by the 
company which operates this particular sale barn. 
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The bidding is started by one of the ring men, open- 
ing at a figure always close to the absolute bottom 
price at which the animal or lot of animals can be 
sold. It generally moves too fast te be followed by 
anyone in the crowd, unless he has spent more than 
his allotted share of time following the sales. It is next 
te impossible te tell whether bids are from bona fide 
buyers or from company“ bidders. Many a lot will be 
knocked down at a good round figure, only to appear 
next day at another sale, In such cases, the top out- 
side bid wasn’t high enough. te. suit the “company,” 
which thereupen earried the price on up merely to 
encourage the bidding on the next lot. Sometimes this 
works, for it ig often hard to tell whether or not a 
genuine sale had been consummated. 
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~- @ ALL OF THIS MIGHT SOUND LIKE sharp dealing—but 
nathing could be farther from the case, Trading is the life- 
blood of the country and the buyer who pretends to know any- 
thing about the business is bound to take his chances, “Sharp 
as a razor” is a term of approval and the taking of any sucker 
is an entirely legitimate part of the deal, As a matter of fact, 
this is just as trie of trading over the barnyard fence as it 
is in the auction ring; except that in the latter case, time is 
of the essence, A Man who is in the business day in and day 
‘out needs infinite patience, a frank and open face, and a line 

. of blarney with which to distract your attention from the 

fallen hock, the weak hind-quarters, the worn-down teeth or 
ether—to him—entirely unimportant blemishes of the wares 
he has to offer. 
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@ BY THE SAME TOKEN, WHEN HE COMES te idok at 
your fine cattle, he allows his imagination full play. He wants 


Von to name your price; protests that to buy at such a figure. 


would bankrupt him. Ask for his ideas about value and he's 

just ashamed—he says to even mention the figure he had in 

mind. Maybe he'd better head on home, But don't let that 

worry you. The day is young-—-and this ig the trader's business 

—and if by late afternoon he has clinched a deal which he 
. figures has shown him à profit, the day has been well spent, 
A one of them put it, not long ago, “I’d rather lose a dollar 
on a deal than let a day go by without making a trade.” 
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@ THE GOOD TRADER NEEDS MORE THAN shrewdness 
and a knowledge of human nature. He must also be an expert 
judge of livestock. And this applies most of all at those times 
of year when the stock is looking its worst. Is this cow thin 
because she’s agey“ or because she has made it through the 
winter on rough fodder? Is she likely to bring a good calf and 
then fatten up on summer pasture to turn at a fair profit 
or is she one of those barren, bony hulks which is bound to 
result in a loss’ The trader must know prices and demand. 
“It helps, as well, if ne knows who has an extra crib full of corn 
or barn loft full of hay and may need extra stock to eat it. 
By the same token, he will do well to know whose feed supply 
is running thin and what farms are overstocked with cattle 
when the pasture gets short, Knowledge of such conditions 
may lead to bargains or profits. 
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@ IT WOULD BE HARD FOR THE MAN accustomed to the 
open and shut methods of doing business in cities to hold his 
own against the lifetime traders of a livestock farming com- 
munity. I should, perhaps, qualify that phrase “open and shut“; 
for there are plenty of city businesses where the innocent 
buyer has no more chance than a snowball in Hades. But I'm 

leaving these out purposely, for there ig generally one differ- 
ence between the city and country trader. The latter, if you 
start out with the proposition that you're a beginner at the 
livestock ‘business, is very apt to give you what you want— 
sound animals at the going rate.

You'll get honast treatment, but the fun will have 
gone ont of the transaction for the country trader. 
There's just one mistake te avoid; never pretend to e 
knowledge you don't have—never, at least, unless you 
want ta be taken for a trimming with fluted edges and 
ruffies on it.

@ THERE REMAINS, OF COURSE, the occasional fellow 
whe isn’t farsighted enough te know there's more than one 
way of doing business. Often he doesn't realise that his 
prospective customer is used to dealing in markets where the 
seller quotes one price for an honest preduct and the buyer 
either accepts it at that price or turns it down. Or the prospect 
may figure he can't give a day's time to the pleasant bantering 

involved in so many country transactions, He's used to figuring 

time ag money. The best answer here, I expect, is to spread 8 
clear understanding around the countryside as te where you 
stand. Being neither a horsetrader nor an expert in the 
merchandise, you will trust the seller, If he trims you once, 
you find someone else with whom te do business thereafter.

N keeping with the trend of the 
times, another young man from

Dr. Leonard Scheele, cancer 
specialist, soft-spaken, brown-eyed 
and not quite 42, has recently 
succeeded the veteran Dr. Thomas 
Parran as Surgeon Genera) of the 
ome States Public Health Serv- 
ce. * 

The prime duty of the USPHS 
is to protect and advance the na- 
tion’s health and in some form it 
has been in operation 150 years, 
It is a quasi-military arm of the 
Government and its chief carries 
a commissioned rank equivalent 
to an Army Major General, 

A researeh-minded Congress ap- 
proved Dr, Scheele's nomination 
without dispute despite political 
circumstances connected with the 
replacement of Dr, Parran, an 
early Roosevelt appointee. Ordi- 
narily hounds for practical men 
who have met a payroll, the 
statesmen did not even raise a 
question about making the modest 
young researeher the boss of a 
rapidly expanding attack upes 
firet causes of the great killers 
and cripplerg of America--cancer, 
heart disease, tuberculosis, ty- 
phoid and the rest. 

Dr. Scheele’s way was paved by 
those earnest young atomic scien- 
tists who burst upon Washington 
to explain to an already bemused 
Congress the soul-shaking -magni- 
tude of what could de encom- 
passed in laboratories. No one 
could dispute the practicability of 
their output. They foreed civilian 
control of atomic energy and sold 
science to Congress. Resedrch is 
a the open sesame of Capitol 

in. 

A strictly career appointment 
he has spent all his professional 


life in the health service — Dr. 


Scheele knows few members of 
Congress personally though his 
acquaintance will start picking up 
when he has to fight his budget 
past them. But he credits them 
and the American people with 
something more than mere des've 
for a new magic. 

It seems to me that research 


is our compensation on the con- 


structive side of the great war 
we have passed through,” he sug- 
“its 
waste and destructiveness was 
brought home to all of us.

His brown eyes glowed as he 
described present Dy ~ designs 
for putting resea directly on 
the trai] of the killers, not piece- 
meal in scattered places, but close 
to the bedside of the sufferers. 
These designa envisage a combin- 
ation hospital-research center 
where 700 beds can be flanked by 
ample laboratories; where re- 
searchers may study firsthand the 
progress and treatment of disease. 
Additional grounds are being pur- 
chased at Bethesda Naval Center 
for it but the buildings are still 
blueprints, Estimated cost- about 
$40,000,000. 

Dr. Scheele is confident that re- 
search is ready to emerge from 
seclusion and engage in direct 
work with people. 

“We are beginning to know a 
great deal about what to do,” he 
says, “Now we must work harder 
to get what we know to the pa- 
tient. Surgeons are not interested 
in research; they have no time 
for it. But their work should be 
studied as R takes place.” 

Beginnings of this type of clini- 
cal research have been made in 
several places, at Rockefeller In- 
stitute in New York and the Balti- 
more Marine hospital, among oth- 
ers, but on no such scale as the 
USPHS hopes to inaugurate. 
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CCORDING to his associates, 

Dr. Scheele gets along as well 

with people as he does with his 
microscope. They believe that his 
abilities in this respect, as ghown in 
his several years as assistant chief 
and then director of a fourteen- 
million-dollar cancer program were 
what caught the eye of the new 
Federal Security Administrator, 
Oscar Ewing, who took his name 


to the White House. 


Of North German, Swiss and 
Swedish ancestry, Dr. Scheele was 
born in Fort Wayne, Ind. A Dr. 
Scheele of Stockholm who dis- 
covered and isolated oxygen is on 
his family tree; he is not quite

He 
married Dr. Frances McCormick, 
who had won her degree in dentis- 
try and was practicing in Detroit, 
and he decided to enter the Public 
Health Service.

stood her ground, Said Mias 
Page: “The complaints are extraor- 
dinary. Why, my goodness, I read 
the bible through several times 
before I planned this ballet and 
everything in it is based on Billy 
1 own book, Love Stories 
of the Bible.’ All the spoken lines 
are paraphrases of his own writ- 
ings. People forget that Billy 
Sunday himself always said ‘God

AS FOR ANALYBIS, which our 
correspondent regards as destruc- 
tive to esthetic experience, it usu- 
ally takes place—if at a!l—after 
the event.

_ other listener, hears the work as 
a whole and is affected or disaf- 


fected by what his nervous appara-. 


tus reports. True enough his mind 
registers significant details as the 
performance moves along and this 
data can be used to particularize 
a general impression. Sometimes 
the reviewer may attach too at 
an importance to details. But to 
hear them and evaluate their im- 
portance in relationship to the 
completed design does not disturb 
the general impression. On the 
contrary it is but-a vague memory 
— z thing without features or shape 
unless it is supported by particu- 
rs. 

The reviewer who doesn't listen 
attentively is not doing his job. 
The same may be said of the cash 
customer if his job is to extract 
as much refreshment of mind from 
the experience as is possible. A 
conception of form and an appre- 
ciation of the many Ways in which 
the form may be brought alive and 
made significant are aids to con- 
centration and are not to be 
shunned, Pedantry is something 
else, but the number of listeners, 
including the reviewers, who are 
so immersed in scholarship that 
they have no ears for the music, 
is too few to merit discussion. 
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IN ANY CASE the review of a 
musical performance is not just 
the sum of details recorded by a 
sort of mental stenography. Too 
often it is nothing more than an 
extended statement of the fact 
that its author liked or disliked 
what he heard. 

Ideally it should be the descrip- 
tion of a reaction plus an intelligi- 
ble explanation of why the review- 
er felt the way he did. The “why” 
is all important. The professional 
artist is usually satisfied if the 
critique contents itself with say- 
ing “it was marvelous” in as 
many words as space permits. The 
fact that such a conclusion was 
reached is sufficient evidence of 

the reporter's competence and de- 
tails are superfluous. Particulars 
are equally unnecessary when the 
verdict is unfavorable. The dope 
is tone deaf in that case and there 
is no reason for elaborating his de- 
fect.

BUT THE LAY READER has 2 
right to expect some sort of jus- 
tification, in plain, understandable 
terms, of the reviewer's judgment. 
This justification will disclose the 


reviewer's if any, and 
it is only ough the reiteration 
of standards by all concerned—mu- 
sicians, the public and critics— 
that a sense of values is kept 
alive. 

The foregoing, perhaps, is not a 
complete answer to the question of 
whether a reviewer can possibly 
enjoy music. It is not very im- 
portant, anyhow. But he does, in 
most I am sure. If he 
doesn’t, it's not because he’s too 
close to the subject or too analyti- 
cal.

“The odjium which the institute 
imputes to ‘modern art’ would 
only be deepened by its dropping 
of the term from its name,” he 
observed.

NITIAL conferences here about 

their national convention ar- 

rangements find most Democrat- 
ic leaders grimly resigned to 
President Truman’s renomination 
but still sorely beset by the South- 
ern revolt on civil rights. 

The South's banner was raised 
in the first sessions of a two-day 
meeting by Mrs. Leonard Thomas, 
national « committeewoman from 
Alabama. Lengthily and emotion- 
ally, she argued against the Presi- 
dent's program and predicted dire 
results if he persists in it. 

Mra, Edward Heller, California 
national committeewoman, replied 
to Mra. Thomas that the civil 
rights program was helping in her 
atate and in other pivotal states 
crucial to Democratic success, 

No Definite Ouster Move, 

This preview of what they will 
be up against in the convention 
did not improve the spirits of the 
party managers who are already 
sufficiently depressed by the Presi- 
dent’s present low estate. Nobody 
showed any disposition to deny 
that he was in the valley with the 
road back not yet visible. 

Some comfort appeared for Na- 
tional Chairman McGrath in the 
absence of any real oust-Truman 
momentum. One participant frank- 


ly expressed surprise at what was 


described as the “co-operative atti- 
tude” which was generally dis- 
plaved on that ut. 

Henry Wallace's candidacy got 
its share of attention with Mayor 
David Lawrence of Pittsburgh de- 
manding that an assault be 
opened on him immediately. The 
Democrats, Lawrence declared,

Wallace 
opened his Pennsylvania campaign 


estimated 6000 people with a sharp 

denial that he would go back 

into the Democratic party this 

year under any circumstances. 
Nd Flynn Stays Away. 

Bronx Boss Edward J. Flynn, 
Wallace's present most prominent 
victim, was a conspicuous ab- 
sentee from the session; he has 
announced his support of Tru- 
man's renomination, Flynn has 
always tried to skip the routine; 
his absence this time indicates 
that he did not believe anything 
very decisive, apart from the 
stated purpose of arrangements, 
would or could be done at the 
meeting. 

Some of the group here pro- 
fessed to believe that the Presi- 
dent’s leadership in foreign affairs 
might bring him back and soon. 
After all, one insisted, he is the 
leading figure in the western 
world’s fight against Communism 
which is certainly a popular issue, 
It was admitted gloomily that the 
President’s part was not being 
very well dramatized by the White 
House.

Nearly one-fifth were “adjuat- 
ment” — moving a control too 
much or too little or not moving 
it fast enough,

THE AMERICAN. — 
HAYMARKET BOMB 


\ * 
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ABOR'S crusade for an eight-hour „ which 
started with a rush right after the Civil War, was 
slowed down to a bitter deadlock 20 years later. 

On May 1, 1886, there was a nation-wide “eight-hour” 
work stoppage in which 340,000 union members took 
part. Two days later the Chicago police fired into a 
group of “eight-hour” pickets at the McCormick har- 
vester plant, killing one man and wounding many 
others. The next night, May 4, there was a mass 
meeting of union members in Haymarket Square to 
protest the shooting. In the crowd of 3000 were many 
socialists and anarchists, who controlled some of the 
Chicago unions and had helped to elect Mayor Carter 
Harrison. The Mayor himself was at the meeting, 
oie to call it off if there was trouble. About 
80 policemen stood at attention near by. 

After a while, when nothing much happened, the 
Mayor went home. Then an English-born teamster 
named Samuel Fielden climbed on the speakers’ 
3 and delivered a fiery harangue. “You have 
nothing more to do with the law. , , he shouted. 
g you can to 
wound it...” Suddenly the police an to move in. 
Fielden jumped down from the wagon, exclaiming, 
Wo are peaceable.” At that instant someone threw 
a cast-iron, dynamite-filled bomb. It exploded amon 
the policemen, wounding eight of them fatally 
injuring 67 more. The people in the crowd were as 
surprised and scared as the policemen. The cops 
recovered first, drew their revolvers, charged (above). 
A great many more workingmen than policemen were 
killed that night. 

Four men were hanged for the bombing. Three 
of them were German-born anarchists. The fourth, 
Albert Richard Parsons, came from old New England 
stock. He turned anarchist after becoming con- 
vinced—through his own experiences with blacklists 
and union-busting in the newspaper plants—that the 
American * igre did not give American workmen a 
square deal. In his little newspaper he had once 
urged, “Workingmen of America, learn the manufac- 
ture and use of dynamite. It will be your most power- 
ful weapon... For this he was hanged. The man 
who really threw the bomb was never identified. 

The Haymarket bombing was a catastrophe for 
were 
filled with antilabor propaganda; through their efforts 
the eight-hour day became all mixed up in the public 
mind with dynamite, Karl Marx, free love, and the 
Russian nihilists. Big employers no longer had any 
difficulty in smashing the unions in their plants, and 
the courts, both federal and state, numerous 
injunctions against labor organizations. The once 
powerful Knights of Labor almost vanished.

By 1896, free silver had become the chief 
issue in the Democratic party.
